(4) To facilitate a better understanding of tax
expenditures in the future, it is constructive for leg-
islation extending these provisions to include a study
of such provisions.

(b) REQUIREMENT TO REPORT.—Not later than No-
vember 30, 2010, the Chief of Staff of the Joint Com-
mittee on Taxation, in consultation with the Comptroller
General of the United States, shall submit to the Com-
mittee on Ways and Means of the House of Representa-
tives and the Committee on Finance of the Senate a report
on each tax expenditure (as defined in section 3(3) of the
Congressional Budget Impoundment Control Act of 1974
(2 U.S.C. 622(3)) extended by this title.

(¢) ROLLING SUBMISSION OF REPORTS.—The Chief

of Staff of the Joint Committee on Taxation shall initially
submit the reports for each such tax expenditure enacted
in this subtitle (relating to business tax relief) and subtitle

A (relating to energy) in order of the tax expenditure in-
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curring the least aggregate cost to the greatest ageregate
cost (determined by reference to the cost estimate of this
Act by the Joint Committee on Taxation). Thereafter,
such reports may be submitted in such order as the Chief
of Staff determines appropriate.

(d) CONTENTS OF REPORT.—Such reports shall con-
tain the following:

(1) An explanation of the tax expenditure and
any relevant economie, social, or other context under
which it was first enacted.

(2) A deseription of the intended purpose of the
tax expenditure.

(3) An analysis of the overall success of the tax
expenditure in achieving such purpose, and evidence
supporting such analysis.

(4) An analysis of the extent to which further
extending the tax expenditure, or making it perma-
nent, would contribute to achieving such purpose.

(5) A description of the direct and indirect
beneficiaries of the tax expenditure, including identi-
fying any unintended beneficiaries.

(6) An analysis of whether the tax expenditure
is the most cost-effective method for achieving the

purpose for which it was intended, and a description
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of any more cost-effective methods through which

such purpose could be accomplished.

(7) A description of any unintended effects of
the tax expenditure that are useful in understanding
the tax expenditure’s overall value.

(8) An analysis of how the tax expenditure
could be modified to better achieve its original pur-
pose.

(9) A brief description of any interactions (ac-
tual or potential) with other tax expenditures or di-
rect spending programs in the same or related budg-
et function worthy of further study.

(10) A description of any unavailable informa-
tion the staff of the Joint Committee on Taxation
may need to complete a more thorough examination
and analysis of the tax expenditure, and what must
be done to make such information available.

ICES.—In the case of an interest in a partnership
which 1s not an investment services partnership in-

price for the drug under title XIX of the Social
Security Act in the preceding calendar quarter,
reduced by the rebate percentage described in
paragraph (2). For a covered inpatient drug
that also is a covered outpatient drug under
section 3408, the amount required to be paid
under the preceding sentence shall be equal to
the amount required to be paid under section
340B(a)(1) for such druge. The agreement with
a manufacturer under this subparagraph may,
at the discretion of the Secretary, be included
in the agreement with the same manufacturer
under section 340B.

(“WIA”), $1,000,000,000 shall be available for obligation
on the date of enactment of this Act for grants to States
for youth activities, including summer employment for
youth: Provided, That no portion of such funds shall be
reserved to carry out section 127(b)(1)(A) of the WIA:

of such amount may be used for the administration, man-

available under the preceding proviso, together with funds
described in section 801(a) of division A of the American
Recovery and reinvestment Act of 2009 (Public Law 111-
5), and funds provided in such Act under the heading
“Department of Labor—Departmental Management—Sala-
ries and Expenses”, shall remain available for obligation
through September 30, 2011.

GATION SETTLEMENT ACT OF 2010.
(a) SHORT TrTLE.—This section may be cited as the
“Individual Indian Money Account Litigation Settlement

Act of 20107,

(b) DEFINITIONS.—In this section:

(1) AMENDED COMPLAINT.—The term
“Amended Complaint” means the Amended Com-
plaint attached to the Settlement.

(2) LAND CONSOLIDATION PROGRAM.—The
term “Liand Consolidation Program’” means a pro-
eram conducted in accordance with the Settlement
and the Indian Land Consolidation Act (25 U.S.C.
2201 et seq.) under which the Secretary may pur-
chase fractional interests in trust or restricted land.

(3) LITIGATION.—The term ‘‘Litigation” means
the case entitled Elouise Cobell et al. v. Ken Salazar
et al., United States District Court, District of Co-
lumbia, Civil Action No. 96-1285 (JR).

(4) PLAINTIFF.—The term ‘‘Plaintiff” means a

member of any class certified in the Litigation.
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(5) SECRETARY.—The term “‘Secretary” means
the Secretary of the Interior.

(6) SETTLEMENT.—The term ‘‘Settlement”
means the Class Action Settlement Agreement dated
December 7, 2009, in the Litigation, as modified by
the parties to the Litigation.

The term

(7) TRUST ADMINISTRATION CLASS.
“Trust Administration Class” means the Trust Ad-
ministration Class as defined in the Settlement.

(¢) PURPOSE.—The purpose of this section is to au-

thorize the Settlement.

(d) AUTHORIZATION.—The Settlement is authorized,

ratified, and confirmed.

(e) JURISDICTIONAL PROVISIONS.

(1) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding the limita-
tion of jurisdiction of district courts contained in
section 1346(a)(2) of title 28, United States Code,
the United States District Court for the District of
Columbia shall have jurisdiction over the claims as-
serted in the Amended Complaint for purposes of
the Settlement.

(2) CERTIFICATION OF TRUST ADMINISTRATION

CLASS.

(A) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding the

requirements of the Federal Rules of Civil Pro-
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cedure, the court overseeing the Litigation may
certify the Trust Administration Class.

(B) TREATMENT.—On certification under
subparagraph (A), the Trust Administration
Class shall be treated as a class under Federal
Rule of Civil Procedure 23(b)(3) for purposes

of the Settlement.

(f) TRUST LLAND CONSOLIDATION.—

(1) TRUST LAND CONSOLIDATION FUND.—

(A) ESTABLISHMENT.—On final approval
(as defined in the Settlement) of the Settle-
ment, there shall be established in the Treasury
of the United States a fund, to be known as the
“Trust Land Consolidation Fund”.

(B)  AVAILABILITY OF  AMOUNTS.—
Amounts in the Trust Land Consolidation
Fund shall be made available to the Secretary
during the 10-year period beginning on the date
of final approval of the Settlement—

(1) to conduct the Land Consolidation

Program; and

(1) for other costs specified in the

Settlement.

(C) DEPOSITS.
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(i) IN GENERAL.—On final approval

(as defined in the Settlement) of the Set-
tlement, the Secretary of the Treasury
shall deposit in the Trust Liand Consolida-
tion Fund $2,000,000,000 of the amounts
appropriated by section 1304 of title 31,
United States Code.

(1) CONDITIONS MET.—The condi-
tions described in section 1304 of title 31,
United States Code, shall be considered to

be met for purposes of clause (i).

(D) TRANSFERS.—In a manner designed
to encourage participation in the Land Consoli-
dation Program, the Secretary may transfer, at
the diseretion of the Secretary, not more than
$60,000,000 of amounts in the Trust Land
Consolidation Fund to the Indian KEducation
Scholarship Holding Fund established under
paragraph 2.

(2) INDIAN EDUCATION SCHOLARSHIP HOLDING

FUND.—

(A) ESTABLISHMENT.—On the final ap-
proval (as defined in the Settlement) of the Set-

tlement, there shall be established in the Treas-

ury of the United States a fund, to be known
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as the “Indian Education Scholarship Holding

Fund”.

(B) AvarmABIiLITY.—Notwithstanding any
other provision of law governing competition,
public notification, or Federal procurement or
assistance, amounts in the Indian Education
Scholarship Holding Fund shall be made avail-
able, without further appropriation, to the Sec-
retary to contribute to an Indian Education
Scholarship Fund, as desceribed in the Settle-
ment, to provide scholarships for Native Ameri-
cans.

(3) ACQUISITION OF TRUST OR RESTRICTED
LAND.—The Secretary may acquire, at the discre-
tion of the Secretary and in accordance with the
Land Consolidation Program, any fractional interest
in trust or restricted land.

(4) TREATMENT OF UNLOCATABLE PLAIN-
TIFFS.—A Plaintiff the whereabouts of whom are
unknown and who, after reasonable efforts by the
Secretary, cannot be located during the 5 year pe-
riod beginning on the date of final approval (as de-
fined in the Settlement) of the Settlement shall be
considered to have accepted an offer made pursuant

to the Liand Consolidation Program.
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(2) TAXATION AND OTHER BENEFITS.
(1) INTERNAL REVENUE CODE.—For purposes
of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, amounts re-
ceived by an individual Indian as a lump sum or a
periodic payment pursuant to the Settlement—
(A) shall not be included in gross income;
and
(B) shall not be taken into consideration
for purposes of applying any provision of the
Internal Revenue Code of 1986 that takes into
account excludable income in computing ad-
justed gross income or modified adjusted gross
income, including section 86 of that Code (re-
lating to Social Security and tier 1 railroad re-

tirement benefits).

(2) OTHER BENEFITS.—Notwithstanding any
other provision of law, for purposes of determining
mitial eligibility, ongoing eligibility, or level of bene-
fits under any Federal or federally assisted program,
amounts received by an individual Indian as a lump
sum or a periodic payment pursuant to the Settle-
ment shall not be treated for any household member,

during the 1-year period beginning on the date of re-

ceipt—
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(A) as income for the month during which
the amounts were received; or

(B) as a resource.

SEC. 605. APPROPRIATION OF FUNDS FOR FINAL SETTLE-

MENT OF CLAIMS FROM IN RE BLACK FARM-
ERS DISCRIMINATION LITIGATION.
(a) DEFINITIONS.—In this section:

(1) SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT.—The term
“Settlement Agreement” means the settlement
agreement dated February 18, 2010 (including any

(Public Law 110-246; 122 Stat. 2209).

(2) P1GFORD cCLAIM.—The term ‘“‘Pigford
claim” has the meaning given that term in section
14012(a)(3) of the Food, Conservation, and Energy
Act of 2008 (Public Law 110-246; 122 Stat. 2210).
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(b) APPROPRIATION OF FUNDS.—There is hereby ap-
propriated  to  the Secretary  of  Agriculture
$1,150,000,000, to remain available until expended, to
carry out the terms of the Settlement Agreement if the
Settlement Agreement is approved by a court order that
18 or becomes final and nonappealable. The funds appro-
priated by this subsection are in addition to the
$100,000,000 of funds of the Commodity Credit Corpora-
tion made available by section 14012(i) of the Food, Con-
servation, and Energy Act of 2008 (Public Law 110-246;
122 Stat. 2212) and shall be available for obligation only
after those Commodity Credit Corporation funds are fully
oblicated. If the Settlement Agreement is not approved as
provided in this subsection, the $100,000,000 of funds of
the Commodity Credit Corporation made available by sec-
tion 14012(1) of the Food, Conservation, and Energy Act
of 2008 shall be the sole funding available for Pigford
claims.

(¢c) USE OoF FuNDS.—The use of the funds appro-
priated by subsection (b) shall be subject to the express
terms of the Settlement Agreement.

(d) TREATMENT OF REMAINING FUNDS.—If any of
the funds appropriated by subsection (b) are not obligated
and expended to carry out the Settlement Agreement, the

Secretary of Agriculture shall return the unused funds to
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the Treasury and may not make the unused funds avail-
able for any purpose related to section 14012 of the Food,
Conservation, and Energy Act of 2008, for any other set-
tlement agreement executed in In re Black Farmers Dis-
crimination Litigation, No. 08-511 (D.D.C.), or for any
other purpose.

(e) RULES OF CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing in this sec-
tion shall be construed as requiring the United States, any
of 1ts officers or agencies, or any other party to enter into
the Settlement Agreement or any other settlement agree-
ment. Nothing in this section shall be construed as cre-
ating the basis for a Pigford claim.

SEC. 701. SHORT TITLE.

This title may be cited as the “Foreign-Held Debt
Transparency and Threat Assessment Act”.

SEC. 702. DEFINITIONS.

In this title:

(1) APPROPRIATE CONGRESSIONAL COMMIT-

TEES.

The term ‘“‘appropriate congressional com-

mittees”” means the following:
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(A) The Committee on Armed Services, the
Committee on Foreign Relations, the Com-
mittee on Finance, and the Committee on the
Budget of the Senate.

(B) The Committee on Armed Services,
the Committee on Foreign Affairs, the Com-
mittee on Ways and Means, and the Committee
on the Budget of the House of Representatives.
(2) DEBT INSTRUMENTS OF THE UNITED

STATES.—The term “debt instruments of the United
States” means all bills, notes, and bonds issued or
cuaranteed by the United States or by an entity of
the United States Government, including any Gov-
ernment-sponsored enterprise.

703. SENSE OF CONGRESS.

It is the sense of Congress that—

(1) the erowing Federal debt of the United
States has the potential to jeopardize the national
security and economic stability of the United States;

(2) the increasing dependence of the United
States on foreign creditors has the potential to make
the United States vulnerable to undue influence by
certain foreign creditors in national security and

economic policymaking;
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(3) the People’s Republic of China is the largest
foreign creditor of the United States, in terms of its
overall holdings of debt instruments of the United
States;

(4) the current level of transparency in the
scope and extent of foreign holdings of debt instru-
ments of the United States is inadequate and needs
to be improved, particularly regarding the holdings
of the People’s Republi¢ of China;

(5) through the People’s Republic of China’s
large holdings of debt instruments of the United
States, China has become a super creditor of the
United States;

(6) under certain circumstances, the holdings of
the People’s Republic of China could give China a
tool with which China can try to manipulate the do-
mestic and foreign policymaking of the United
States, including the United States relationship with
Taiwan;

(7) under certain circumstances, if the People’s
Republic of China were to be displeased with a given
United States policy or action, China could attempt
to destabilize the United States economy by rapidly
divesting large portions of China’s holdings of debt

instruments of the United States; and
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(8) the People’s Republic of China’s expansive
holdings of such debt instruments of the United
States could potentially pose a direct threat to the
United States economy and to United States na-
tional security. This potential threat is a significant
1ssue that warrants further analysis and evaluation.

SEC. 704. QUARTERLY REPORT ON RISKS POSED BY FOR-
EIGN HOLDINGS OF DEBT INSTRUMENTS OF
THE UNITED STATES.

(a) QUARTERLY REPORT.—Not later than March 31,
June 30, September 30, and December 31 of each year,
the President shall submit to the appropriate congres-
sional committees a report on the risks posed by foreign
holdings of debt instruments of the United States, in both
classified and unclassified form.

(b) MATTERS TO BE INCLUDED.—Each report sub-
mitted under this section shall include the following:

(1) The most recent data available on foreign
holdings of debt instruments of the United States,
which data shall not be older than the date that is
7 months preceding the date of the report.

(2) The country of domicile of all foreign credi-
tors who hold debt instruments of the United States.

(3) The total amount of debt instruments of the

United States that are held by the foreign creditors,
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broken out by the creditors’ country of domicile and

by public, quasi-public, and private creditors.

(5) to implement other programs and initiatives
that the Director deems important to assisting
homeowners, housing counselors, and housing law-
vers in resolving problems with the Home Affordable
Modification Program, which may include—

(A) running a triage hotline for home-
owners at risk of foreclosure;

(B) providing homeowners with access to
housing counseling programs of the Department
of Housing and Urban Development at no cost
to the homeowner;

(C) developing Internet tools related to the
Home Affordable Modification Program; and

(D) developing training and educational
materials.

(b) AUTHORITY.—
(1) IN GENERAL.—Staff designated by the Di-

rector shall have the authority to implement servicer
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remedies, on a case-by-case basis, subject to the ap-
proval of the Assistant Secretary of the Treasury for
Financial Stability.

(2)  RESOLUTION OF HOMEOWNER CON-

CERNS.—The Office shall, to the extent possible, re-
solve all homeowner concerns not later than 30 days
after the opening of a case with such homeowner.

(¢) COMMENCEMENT OF OPERATIONS.—The Office

shall commence its operations, as required by this title,
not later than 3 months after the date of enactment of
this Act.

(d) SuUNSET.—The Office shall cease operations as of
the date on which the Home Affordable Modification Pro-
gram ceases to operate.

SEC. 903. RELATIONSHIP WITH EXISTING ENTITIES.

(a) TRANSFER.—The Office shall coordinate and cen-
tralize all complaint escalations relating to the Home Af-
fordable Modification Program.

(b) HoTLINE.—The HOPE hotline (or any successor
triage hotline) shall reroute all complaints relating to the
Home Affordable Modification Program to the Office.

(¢) COORDINATION.—The Office shall coordinate
with the compliance office of the Office of Financial Sta-

bility of the Department of the Treasury and the Home-
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ownership Preservation Office of the Department of the
Treasury.
SEC. 904. RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.

Nothing in this section shall prohibit a mortgage
servicer from evaluating a homeowner for eligibility under
the Home Affordable Foreclosure Alternatives Program
while a case is still open with the Office of the Homeowner
Advocate. Nothing in this section may be construed to re-
lieve any loan services from otherwise applicable rules, di-
rectives, or similar guidance under the Home Affordable
Modification Program relating to the continuation or com-
pletion of foreclosure proceedings.

SEC. 905. REPORTS TO CONGRESS.

(a) TESTIMONY.—The Director shall be available to
testify before the Committee on Banking, Housing, and
Urban Affairs of the Senate and the Committee on Finan-
cial Services of the House of Representatives, not less fre-
quently than 4 times a year, or at any time at the request

of the Chairs of either committee.

(b) REPORTS.—Omce annually, the Director shall
provide a detailed report to Congress on the Home Afford-
able Modification Program. Such report shall contain full

and substantive analysis, in addition to statistical informa-

tion, including, at a minimum—
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(1) data and analysis of the types and volume
of complaints received from homeowners, housing
counselors, and housing lawyers, broken down by
category of servicer, except that servicers may not be
identified by name in the report;

(2) a summary of not fewer than 20 of the
most serious problems encountered by Home Afford-
able Modification Program participants, including a
description of the nature of such problems;

(3) to the extent known, identification of the 10
most liticated issues for Home Affordable Modifica-
tion Program participants, including recommenda-
tions for miticating such disputes;

(4) data and analysis on the resolutions of the
complaints received from homeowners, housing coun-
selors, and housing lawyers;

(5) identification of any programs or initiatives
that the Office has taken to improve the Home Af-
fordable Modification Program;

(6) recommendations for such administrative
and legislative action as may be appropriate to re-
solve problems encountered by Home Affordable
Modification Program participants; and

(7) such other information as the Director may

deem advisable.
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SEC. 906. FUNDING.

Amounts made available for the costs of administra-
tion of the Home Affordable Modification Program that
are not otherwise obligated shall be available to carry out
the duties of the Office. Funding shall be maintained at
levels adequate to reasonably carry out the functions of
the Office.

SEC. 907. PROHIBITION ON PARTICIPATION IN MAKING
HOME AFFORDABLE FOR BORROWERS WHO
STRATEGICALLY DEFAULT.

No mortgage may be modified under the Making
Home Affordable Program, or with any funds from the
Troubled Asset Relief Program, unless the servicer of the
mortgage loan has determined, in accordance with stand-
ards and requirements established by the Secretary of the
Treasury, that the mortgagor cannot afford to make pay-
ments under the terms of the existing mortgage loan. The
Secretary of the Treasury, in consultation with the Sec-
retary of Housing and Urban Development, shall issue
rules to carry out this section not later than 90 days after
the date of enactment of this Act. This section shall not
apply to any refinancing or modifications made under the
“FHA Program Adjustments to Support Refinancings for
Underwater Homeowners,” announced by the Department
of the Treasury and the Department of Housing and
Urban Development on March 26, 2010, as long as the
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program continues to be structured so that borrowers par-
ticipating in the FHA refinance program cannot be in de-
fault on their primary mortgage at the time of refinance
and their eligibility in the program is not helped if they
are in default on their second mortgage, and thus lack
a strategic reason to go into default on either their first
or second mortgage to participate in the program.

SEC. 908. PUBLIC AVAILABILITY OF INFORMATION.

(a) PUBLIC AVAILABILITY OF DATA.—The Secretary
of the Treasury shall revise the guidelines for the Home
Affordable Modification Program of the Making Home Af-
fordable initiative of the Secretary of the Treasury, au-
thorized under the Emergency Economic Stabilization Act
of 2008 (Public Law 110-343), to establish that the data
collected by the Secretary of the Treasury from each mort-
cage servicer and lender participating in the Program is
made public in accordance with subsection (b).

(b) CONTENT.—Not more than 60 days after each
monthly deadline for submission of data by mortgage
servicers and lender participating in the program, the
Treasury shall make all data tables available to the public
at the individual record level. This data shall include but

not be lmited to—
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(1) higher risk loans, including loans made in

connection with any program to provide expanded

loan approvals, shall be reported separately;

(2) disclose—

(A) the rate or pace at which such mort-
gages are becoming seriously delinquent;

(B) whether such rate or pace is increasing
or decreasing;

(C) 1f there are certain subsets within the
loans covered by this section that have greater
or lesser rates or paces of delinquency; and

(D) if such subsets exist, the characteris-
tics of such subset of mortgages;

(3) with respect to the loss mitigation efforts of

the loan—

(A) the processes and practices that the re-
porter has in effect to minimize losses on mort-
cages covered by this section; and

(B) the manner and methods by which
such processes and practices are being mon-
itored for effectiveness;

(4) disclose, with respect to loans that are or

become 60 or more days past due, (provided that for
purposes of disclosure under this paragraph that

each loan should have a unique number that is not
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the same as any loan number the borrower, origi-

nator, or servicer uses), the following attributes—

(A) the original loan amount;

(B) the current loan amount;

(C) the loan-to-value ratio and combined
loan-to-value ratio, both at origination and cur-
rently, and the number of liens on the property;

(D) the property valuation at the time of
origination of the loan, and all subsequent prop-
erty valuations and the date of each valuation;

(E) each relevant credit score of each bor-
rower obtained at any time in connection with
the loan, with the date of the credit score, to
the extent allowed by existing law;

(F) whether the loan has any morteage or
other credit insurance or guarantee;

(G) the current interest rate on such loan;

(H) any rate caps and floors if the loan is
an adjustable rate mortgage loan;

(I) the adjustable rate morteage index or
indices for such loan;

(JJ) whether the loan is currently past due,
and if so how many days such loan is past due;

(K) the total number of days the loan has

been past due at any time;
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(I.) whether the loan is subject to a balloon
payment;

(M) the date of each modification of the
loan;

(N) whether any amounts of loan principal
has been deferred or written off, and if so, the
date and amount of each deferral and the date
and amount of each writedown;

(O) whether the interest rate was changed
from a rate that could adjust to a fixed rate,
and if so, the period of time for which the rate
will be fixed;

(P) the amount by which the interest rate
on the loan was reduced, and for what period
of time 1t was reduced;

(Q) if the interest rate was reduced or
fixed for a period of time less than the remain-
ing loan term, on what dates, and to what
rates, could the rate potentially increase in the
future;

(R) whether the loan term was modified,
and 1if so, whether it was extended or shortened,

and by what amount of time;
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1 (S) whether the loan is in the process of
2 foreclosure or similar procedure, whether judi-
3 cial or otherwise; and

4 ('T) whether a foreclosure or similar proce-
5 dure, whether judicial or otherwise, has been
6 completed.

7 (¢) GUIDELINES AND REGULATIONS.—The Secretary
8 of the Treasury shall establish guidelines and regulations

9 necessary—

10 (1) to ensure that the privacy of individual con-
11 sumers 1s appropriately protected in the reports
12 under this section;

13 (2) to make the data reported under this sub-
14 section available on a public website with no cost to
15 access the data, in a consistent format;

16 (3) to update the data no less frequently than
17 monthly;

18 (4) to establish procedures for disclosing such
19 data to the public on a public website with no cost
20 to access the data; and

21 (5) to allow the Secretary to make such dele-
22 tions as the Secretary may determine to be appro-
23 priate to protect any privacy interest of any loan
24 modification applicant, including the deletion or al-
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teration of the applicant’s name and identification

number.

(d) EXCEPTION.—No data shall have to be disclosed
if it voids or violates existing contracts between the Sec-
retary of Treasury and mortgage servicers as part of the

Making Home Affordable Program.
TITLE X—BUDGETARY

PROVISIONS

SEC. 1001. DETERMINATION OF BUDGETARY EFFECTS.

The budgetary effects of this Act, for the purpose of
complying with the Statutory Pay-As-You-Go Act of 2010,
shall be determined by reference to the latest statement
titled ‘Budgetary Effects of PAYGO Legislation’ for this
Act, jointly submitted for printing in the Congressional
Record by the Chairmen of the Senate Budget Committee,
provided that such statement has been submitted prior to

the vote on passage.
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
